Nearly ull London's horses ire vone, but | 
am charmed by the fact that o number of 
their drinking troughs remain. You find them 
occastonally along main thoroughfares, Most 
of these hardy survivors, shaped like foun- 
tains, remain iinpressively handsome, like sin 
elaborately tiled one on Pimlico Riad that I 
nurticularly ncdmire Many offer drinking 
facilities for humans as well as horses, and a 
number bear entraving cleclicating them to 
the memory of some horse-loving person 

Water flows in afew of these troughs, but 
most survive as nostalgic Victorians, more 
fluvor for an already flavortul city 

None ever tasted Loncon with more ape 
preciation than Samuel Johnson, who de- 
Clare “When 4 man is tired of London, he ts 
tired of life.”

London's most celebrated river view cun 
best be seen not from the deck of a boat brat 
from Westminster Bridge. “Earth has not 
anvihing to shew ootore fair,” wrote Words- 
worth in descriliing the city fram a Vantage 
point on the bridge: The structure: Wordds- 
worth stood upon has lang since been re- 
placed, and certainly the London skyline is 
vastly ciifferent. But the view now may well 
be ovore fair; when Wordsworth penned his 
poem. the turreted, richly Gothic Palace of 
Westminster (Houses of Parliament), stretch- 
ime 4-44) feet along the riverside, had not been 
built; Beson in 1840 and completed in 1460, 
the Palace replaced the centuries-old Parlia- 
meniary home, St. Stephen's Chapel, de- 
atroved by fire in L834. 

Fortunutely, fate dealt mere kindly. with 
nearby Westminster Hall, begun by William 
Rufus im 1007” and with Westminster Abbey, 
the Britizh shrine-ot-shrines started by Fcl- 
ward the Confessor before the Sormun Con- 
quest.

The large shells, handsome, almost circular, 
with gleaming inner surfaces, come mainly 
from the island of Manus, northwest of New 
Britain. To the Kaulong and Sengseng, shells 
range in value from five shillings to three Aws- 
tralian pounds, depending on size and quality.

My father is a Basque, his homeland the 
Myrenevs mountainland shared by France

The chronicle of his life 
is that of thousands of other Basque STE p- 
herders who, for more than a century. hove 
bien coming to America to make their lives 
In that same harsh setting.

After dinner, | took De Arrieta uside ane 
thanked him for his kindness,

talk to the old Basques. There are so few left 
We owe them so much for what they went 
through in these hille to give us. their chil- 
dren, our start in this country, If we turn out 
halt the mon they were, it will be enough.” 


Centhe Valley Stirs a Basques Vision 


Next day, we tumed off the main highway 
near Winnemucca and moved along a enod 
dirt road through Independence Valley, which 
erces the gray sagebrush desert like a green 
broadsword. Tt was in this same valley that 
the saga of Basque sheepherders in America 
really bewa. 

A-young Basque adventurer named Pedro 
Altube sailed to California in 1850 in the 
gold rush. His experiences there wre kome- 
What obscured, but unlike so many others, he 
made enough to buy asizable herd of cuttle: 
He trated the herd over the Sierra and across 
the deserts of Nevada until he chanced on 
Independence Valley. He was sn struck by its 
beauty anc the opportunity it offered thud 
here, in 1874, he founded the historic Spanish 
Ranch. 

In the years that followed, he browght 
scores of relatives anc friends to America to 
help him with his vrowing empire. In time, 
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Constant companion, the sheep dog shares 
his master’s Work by cuv anc slenpee ut his 
ade under the stars or outside his waren 
He works to hand of whistle slenale, hut a 
well-trained deg can keep the band together 
and round up strays witheul supervisiin 


they launched wut on their own with catthe or 
sheep, spreading from California to Colorado 
and from Arizons to Washington, For this, 
Altube was to eatn the name “Evskoldunen 
iia Ameriketan Mendivlan—Father of the 
Basques in the Far West." 

Though no-accurate count has been made. 
an estimated 60,0000 Basques live in the weat- 
ern United States today. This number in- 
cludes both the Basques who emigrated to 
America and their cescendonis. 

As they became successful, the Basque 
pioneers sent for their sweethearts, who had 
stayed behind in the Basque country, Many 
Also sent for brothers anc) sisters. nephews 
and nieces. The men worked with the live- 
stock and the women with the myrind chores 
of housekeeping and cooking, gurdening, ane 
tonserving that a ranch demands And so 
‘tarted the Basque colonies of the West, and 


oe] 





the generation of American-born Basques 
that was to follow 

As for Basques who did not become sheep 
owners of foremen, but remained herders all 
their lives; very few married. It was one thing 
to be an owner who could make a ranch his 
home base, another to bein herder whose only 
home was a lonely sheep camp. 

Many of the older Basques are still in the 
sheep business—either as owners ar as herd- 
ers—but their children have gone mostly inte 
city oocuyMitions or professions, 


Fortunes Fall With Sheep Prices 


“The big movement of the Basques come 
after the century had turnecl,” my father satel 
“Thousands like myself came between then 
and ithe 1930's. We all came the same way, 
withowt much more than the clothes on our 
backs But we were Vvoung incl strong, ane 
willing to werk and suffer for a chance in 
life we couldn't have had in the old country 

“Thouch we talked about going honve—aned 
come did go—underneath, nest of we realized 
the oppertunity wos here. [was a raw new 
land, ond we were helping to build th There 
wasn't anything:a man couldn't do in this 
western country with work andl luck. 

“We all started the sanie Way, taking our 
wares in sheep instead of cash, We would run 
our sheep with the owner's, until we were big 
cndigh to break away on Gur own” 

As hetalked, | recalled the famous Nevada 
sheep names that had begunthis wav—names 
Hike Garat, [tenina, Elia, uureguey, B.lehuet, 


Seaval. woicl the massive Smoke Creek oth 


ol the Poco, Duc, and [riuwrt brothers, who at 
ane tre ranged 40,000 heat of sheep. OF 
Pete Elia, | could remember sheepmen sav- 
ing he wasn't quite sure just how much liane 
he owned, bul that it was somewhere over 
aomillion acres 

This had beén the big time of sheep in the 
West—when the Basques who hiael come fe 
sheepherders twenty years before sucdenty 
found themselves rich men. Ther kept town 
houses, dreesed in the beet suits monev could 
buy, and drove expensive cars. | could re 
member the lecend that if it weren't for the 
Basques, the Cadillac agency in Reno would 
have gone broke. 

Then, without warning, came the livestock 
crash of the 1920's The market dropped out 
from under the stockmen, and sheep. were 
worth next to nothing: Dn an instant, most of 
the Basques lost evervihing for which they 
hat-encured so muy hardships—their sheep, 
ranches, lined, ated-all the elaborate dressings 
of town houses, cars, ind jewele [t happened 
to my father, too. 

But it was not in their nature to give wpin 
tespair: They hac) begun with nothing, mand 
the memory of it was not that far away, With- 
out shame, thes went back to the mountains 
ancl cleserts, roywming from one outht to nn- 
other. taking whotever work there wis. 

Many of the hardy Basque women followed! 
their bhushands-through this wanderne time, 
working as ranch cooks. (thers staved be- 
hind in the towns, finding jobs in the Basque 
hotels and rettatirant= until they could be 
tovether again with their husbands: And
